Having been unable to visit the

Detroit Journal: 

A orcject inaugurated by the Dav- 
id Ward estate recalls old times in 
‘ower Michigan—times supposed to 
have vanished forever—when _ lively, 
lumber towns sprang up almost in a 
ingle night around the place select- 
+1las the site of their sawmills by 
‘ig lumkcr operators. There are a 
few of the older residents of the 
ate who. will not grow reminiscent 
«2 former seenes and half forgotte 
fares as they read the details of the 
project. 

The anachronism of establishing a 
new Michigan lumber town in_ the 
twentieth century is what the Ward 
astate will undertake. The new town 
will be Iceated in Crawford county. 
At the same time the estate is pre- 
ving to add to Michigan’s railway 
-ystem a short but important and 

envenient link. 

The new town is springing up from 
‘he earth almost, with a sawmill as

(20) Mr. Fink (farm name soon 
to be announced), has some Red Rock 
wheat and Rosen rye, both from cer- 
tified seed, that are so plump and 
vigorous and grown cn ground so 
clean that they should be in great 
demand as seed. 

(21) Rosen rye 
mon rye two to one, 

(22) Most of us sow fall rye too 
late. If we fitted the ground as care- 
fully, used Rosen rye, and sowed 
earlier, we would have choice rye, 
and far larger yields. 

(23) On the C.-C. Fink farm, a 
windmill pumps water to barrel in 
kitehen. Overflow goes on to stock 
tank. When not needed there, a shut- 
off turns it into a’cement 60-barrel 
cistern under a neat little shop, 
where it can be lifted easily by a 
pitcher pump in case of calm or 
break down. Away ahead of melting 
snow for thirsty cattle, or hauling 
water. 

Can't this outfit be copied on a lot 
of our farms? It is practically dupli- 
cated on the George Annis farm 
(Maple Grove Farm). 

(24) Not enough acreage of root 
crops (carrots, mangles, ruta bagas) 
raised for winter feed on Crawford 
county farms, 

(25) Whose farm do you suppose 
is to be known by the pretty name 
“Level Acres” hereafter? Mr. and 
Mrs. O. B, Scott’s in South Branch 
township. 

(26) Lime tells. On the C. C, Fink 
farm you can see to an inch in the 
new seeding of sweet clover, just 
where lime was used and where not. 

(27) Not enough bees kept m_ the 
county—practically none. A _ good 
chance for persons with small capital, 
in three parts of the county. 

(28) Going to sow some fall wheat 
to help out in your poultry business 
next year? Should be sowed before 
September 15, Red Rock wheat is 
good, 

(29) Most of the swine of 
county are kept in barren lots, 
owner feeding skim milk and some 
weeds occasionally. Poor way to 
grow pork. Once try an acre block of 
alfalfa with skim milk and wou will 
never go back to the old way.
